Chicago. 
Dec. ^0.—"The new world 
was dls< overed by Catholics and the 
cross was planted in the name of the 
church. 
We cannot get out of our 
heads t ha t the Catholics will yet claim 
the new world again." 


This hope was expressed by Archbish­ 
op J ame s F.. Quigle'’ In an address be­ 
fore the 
Roman 
Catholic 
Woman's 
league. 


'I'he archbishop declared that the se- 
i urity Of the natloriul constitution in- 
i l e a s e s 
proportionately 
with 
the in­ 
crease in the number of Roman Catho­ 
lics. 
He urged the establishment of a 
subsidiary ,-ystem of public schools for 
the benefit of tile Roman Catholics. This 
system "for the benefit of the minor­ 
ity,” said the speaker, "should be paid 
for by tiie state but controlled by the 
church. 
Finally, he characterized the 
rule requiring 
candidates for public 
school teachen tf) have normal school 
training to be nothing more nor less 
than "tyranny" and "oppression." 


"The supreme and fundamental error 
of the age is liberalism.” urged the 
archbshlp. "Liberalism delegates to the 
state all rights and this is where the 
state and < hurch conflict." 


"The education of the child, he added, 
"should rest with the church a nd not 
with tho state. 


The archbishop 
declared 
th a t the 


United States < onstitution stood 
for 
individualism. 
He asserted that today 
the state is encroaching on the rights of 
the church and tnat God is not rec­ 
ognized in any of the modern consti­ 
tutions. 


"Pr otestants and lion-t 'atholics. '1 he 
continued, 
"are undertaking through 
the present public school system lo pre­ 
vent the Catholic children from becom­ 
ing firmly cemented to their church and 
to keep the Catholic church from get­ 
ting a stronger foothold. 
The purpose 
of the nou-< 'atholics is to prevent Hit; 
grow tii of the church. 
They will scru­ 
ple al no violation of j u s t h e h, gam 
their ends." 


"Th« fdatn," h<- urged, "must provide 
schools for the minority as well as for 
the majority. 
The state should divid'*

H E F L E E T assembled by the United States in isth ­ 
m ian w aters is altogether disproportionate to Co­ 
lom bia’s ability to carry on war against the re­ 
public of P auam a. 
This fact may be significant of two 
things; first, th a t the United States proposes to prevent 
useless bloodshed, by a display of such force as will con­ 
vince Colombia th a t opposition 
is absolutely useless; 
second, to indicate to any or all foreign powers, including 
other South American Republics, th at the United States 
is thoroughly in earnest in protecting her interests on the 
isthm us and th a t no interference with the rights of the 
I nited States nor of the republic of Pan am a will be 
perm itted from any source. 


This formidable naval display, far from being in the 
nature of a warlike dem onstration, is in reality strongly 
in support of peace. 
With the additional m arines now in 
readiness to be sent without delay, as soon as th ere is 
an y indication th at they m a y be required, it is not likely 
th a t th ere will be any necessity for the dispatch of troops, 
^¡eneral Reyes, th e Colombian envoy at W ashington, is 
iu a position to learn fully th e determ ination and the 
ability o i the United States to prevent trouble on the 
isthmus.

LoimIoii, Dec. 21.—The morning n ew s­ 
papers display increased alarm over the 
aspect. of affairs In the far east, rather 
from the fear that .some unforseen in- 
k'ideiit may participate a conflict than 
from any belief that the resources of 
diplomacy have become exhausted, the 
opinion being still almost universal that 
that both Russia and Japan are anxious 
to avoid war. 


The Morning Post which is inspired 
in the Japanese interest, makes a s u g ­ 
gestion which m ay possess significance 
—namely, that Japan should cut the 
C.ordian knot by declaring a protector­ 
ate over Korea. 
The paper contended 
that such a. solution would commend it­ 
self to all the powers with the exception 
of U ussia and that it might even be 
•welcomed at St. Petersburg if it be true 
that Russia does not desire war. 


The special cablegram from the far 
cast published in this morning's new s­ 
papers throws new iight on the situation 
but all are agreed that Japan has not 
sent an ultim atum to Russia. 


The correspondent of the Daily Tele­ 
graph, who after a tour of Manchuria 
lias arrived at Nagaskl, expresses the 
belief that thef.. will be 110 war; cer­ 
tainly nut before spring, and Russia 
does not want a war before she has 
consolidated her position in Manchuria.

Mr. Stratton, piior to his death, had purchased some "t;0 


acres of land at the foot of Cheyenne mountain, which is cer­ 
tainly large enough, and must be acknowledged by all to be 


the ideal location for the home. 


fart of the land, now known as Stratton park, has already 


been improved sufficiently to give a faint idea of what Mr. St r at ­ 
ton intended the grounds around the home should be. 
There 
are some L'n or .'!u acres on Broadmoor bill just south of the park 
and a large tract of land across the public road to the north 
and west of the pai k. 


There should be one large building to be used as a hospital 


or sanitarium for the accommodation of those requiring con­ 
stant medical attendance. 
This should be light and airy, with a 


large operating tooin. and equipped with all the modern a p ­ 
pliances known 
to the medical fraternity. 
There should bo 


separate buildings for aged men, aged women and children, 
l’erhaps it would be just as well to have a, large building fur 
aged men and a smaller one for cripples on one side of the 


park, and a large building for aged women and several smaller 


ones for children on the other side of the park. 


A number of collages might be scattered through the grounds 
for the uso of families, who without any means of support, 
are yet able to take care of themselves when a uuuse and pro­ 


visions are supplied. 


The Stratton estate also owns 
lf/0 acres of rich bottom 
laud, with r.atcr rights, lying southeast of Ivywild. 
If desired, 
this tract could be utilized in connection with the home as a 
dairy and truck garden, and would afford employment to a n um­ 


ber of persons not qualified for admission to the home. 


In my opinion, the trustees or board of managers should con­ 


sist of not more I ban nine, tior less than five persons.

these should be 1). H. Rice. Moses llallett and Tyson S. Dines.; 
and these gentlemen should select Hip other members of the 
hoard, care being taken to select only those who enjoyed the 
confidence and esteem of Mr. Stratton. 


This board should have* the power to fi 1 any vacancies 


which might, occur in its own body and should have the entire 
charge of the home and the selection of its inmates. 
They should 


receive suitable compensation for their services. 


The distiict court, should have the power to remove any 


member for > au.se. and no member thus remover) should he eligible 


to reelection as trustee or as an employe of the home. 


An advisory board of nine members, to serve without pay, 
could be selected in the following manner; 
One from each of 
the two Masonic lodges of this city; one by the lilks lodge, 


one by the carpenters union, one by the City Ministerial associa­ 


tion. one by the Associated Charities, one by the district court, on» 


by the county commissioners and one by the mayor of Colorado 
Springs. 
I mention the Masonic fraternity, the Elks lodge and 


the carpenters union because Mr. Stratton was in life an active 
member of each of those organizations. 
If, in the future, any of

The hospital in connection with this plan can be built

Three responsible persons should hold the office of superl 


tendent. secretary and treasurer, 
with a board of manage;

General Rafael Reyes, the Colombian 
minister, who is expected In his forth­ 
com ing note to the state departm ent to 
suggest The 
H ague tribunal a s the 
proper place for the settlem ent of the 
Isthmian problem. 
W hether the k no w l­ 
edge that the refusal of such a request, 
so far from prejudicing the European 
powers against the Washington g o v ­ 
ernment will call forth their emphatic 
indorsement, will cause General Reyes 
to lfiodify his note, Is not as yet cer­ 
tain. 


The am bassador quoted, in explaining 
the attitude of European powers, said: 


" Panam a is a closed chapter in the 
history of nations and The H ague court 
is not the place for settled questions, 
but for pending problems which are 
referred to it with the full approval 
of all the parties interested. 
Wrhen 
Russia, 
G erm any and 
France recog­ 
nized the independence of Panam a they 
set their seal of approval on the prompt 
action of the W ashington governm ent 
iri pledging itself 
to guarantee 
and 


maintain the independence of the p. 
public it had previously recognized. Na 
tlons can hardly be expected to sett! 
questions of sovereignty or nation: 
honor a t The HSgue; Moreover, in nn 
opinion 
it would n o t x be within tli 
province of the 
W ashington govern ­ 
ment to grant such a request from Co­ 
lombia. 
It is to P anam a, not to W ash­ 
ington, that Colombia should tuk« such 
a proposition. 


“There 
is. however, a question b e ­ 
tween Colombia 
and 
Panam a which 
with all propriety m ight be referred 
to The H ague and to which reference 
the United States will scarcely oti'i 
objection. 
It is the question of 
t h e 
assum ption by P a n a m a of a part of t h e 
Colombian 
debt. 
If 
General 
Reyes 
should ask the United States to use Us 
good offices to have this m atter brought 
before The Hague. P a n a m a might s a fe­ 
ly acquiesce in such a proposition. Tho 
difficulty in m aking this request will 
be that Colombia 
thereby 
would rec­ 
ognize the Independence of the new re­ 
public, but this m u st come sooner or 
later.” 


At the n a v y departm ent the state­ 
m ent is made tonight that the Instruc­ 
tions to the naval com m ander in isth­ 
m ian w aters to “prevent tha landing of 
forces with hostile Intent" have not 
been modified. These Instructions, it is 
believed, are sufficiently comprehensive 
to enable tha com m anders to maintain 
open transit across the isthm us and to 
protect the new republic from Colom­ 
bian expeditions.

SCHWAB DENIES CHARGES 


OF FRAUD AND CONSPIRACY 


N ew 
York, 
Dec. 
22.—Charles 
M. 
Schwab today filed his answ er to the 
cross bill of the United States Phip 
Building com pany and Jam es Smith, 
Jr.. its receiver, in the I'nited 
States 
circuit court. 


A fter specifically d enying any and 
every charge of fraud, unlawful com ­ 
bination, conspiracy or wrongful act in 
his connection 
with the affairs of the 
Bethlehem 
Steel and 
United 
States 
Ship Building companies, Mr. Schwab 
details the history of his relations with 
the two concerns. 
Mr. Schwab speak» 
of his illness and hie absence from the 
United States. 
Upon hi* return 
he 
found the ship building com pany in 
financial difficulties and learned for the 
first time that m any of the representa­ 
tions 
in the 
prospectus of 
the ship 
building com pany plants were false. He 
sa y s : 


“As to the charges in the cross bill 
that I acted in collusion with the re­ 
organization 
com m ittee 
r." 
the 
ship 
building com pany in an attem pt to force 


the insolvency of said company, and 
to wreck it. I aver that such charges 
are false and malicious. 
I aver 
thai 
Jam es Smith, Jr., receiver of the ship 
building 
company, know s 
that such 
charges are untrue. 


"I am informed and believe that u p ­ 
on such an exam ination and appraisal 
it will appear that the net working ca p ­ 
ital of the seven constituent companies, 
excluding the Bethlehem, does not e x ­ 
ceed the sum of $1,500,000. that a great 
part If not the greater part thereof 
m ay be w asted and lost by the continu­ 
ance of the receivership and that such 
ship building plants cannot be operated 
and kept working as paying concerns 
without the addition of very largo sum s 
of money as n ece ssa ry w orking ca p ­ 
ital." 


Mr. Schwab closes his defense by de» 
nying every charge of fraud, misdoing) 
unlawful combination and confederacy 
and “hum bly prays to be h ence dis­ 
missed with his reasonable costs an<i 
charges in this behalf, m ost 'wrongfully 
sustained.” 


BRITISH CONSUL REFUSES TO 


FORWARD BAKER’S COMPLAINT 


Denver, 
Dec. 
22.-Harold 
V. 
Pearce, 
British consul at Denver, has refused to 
take up and forward the complaint <JT 
James A. Baker, a British subject who, as 
a member of the executive board nf the 
Western P’ederatiou 
of Miners, claimed 
that his rights had been violated in Crip­ 
ple Creek arid Victor. 


Mr. Baker received the reply of Consul 
Pearce at 2 o'clock this afternoon an‘d. 
after reading it, naid that he might take 
further 
action 
after 
consultation with 
other officers of the federation and a t­ 
torneys. 


The reply of the consul is brief and di­ 
rect. 
He says in substance that he un­ 
derstands that martial law has been de­ 
clared in Cripple (.'reek. 
Under that cir­ 
cumstance a British subject, granting that 
Mr. Baker is a British subject, which Is 
a matter of proof, is subjected to the 
same limitations and restrictions to which 
a citizen of the United States would Be 


subject. 
For this reason, the consul oon- 
cludos, he declines to indorse and for­ 
ward to Washington the complaint of Mr. 
Baker. 


Mr. Bakers complaint was in wrltins 
It w^i drawn by Richardson Rnd H aw ­ 
kins, 
now "ctlng as attorneys for tliu 
federation. 
It states that Mr. Baker was 
born In Stnrmo lit county, Ontario, and 
that he has always been and Is a British 
citizen. 
On December 18 he went to th>- 
Cripple Creek district as the represei *‘i- 
tive of the federation and was denied the 
rights accorded him under the treaty be­ 
tween Ihe United States and Great Brit­ 
ain. 
Then Mr. Baker recites in detail 
what occurred in Cripple Creek; how he 
wes denied entiance to and the rights of 
the city of Victor; how he was arrested 
in the discharge of his duty and detained 
by the militia for ten hours at the head­ 
quarters of the guard and was finally ad­ 
vised to leave the district. 


MISS GILLESPIE’S RELATIVES 


CHARGED WITH HER MURDER

niece of Dr -Tha A. Rea my, an eminent 
physician of Cincinnati, and Myron Bar­ 
bour, her husband. 
Mrs. Barbour is a 
sister-in-law of Dr 
William Gillespie, a 
brother of the murdered woman. 
Hench 
warrants were iisned immediately. 


The Gillespies were expecting arrest and 
Dr 
Gillespie drove to the home of the 
accused in a closed carriage and brought 
the indicted persons to the court house, 
surrendering all of them to th® court. A

Btruck by 
James 
Gillespie, who

away from Sheriff Rump and knocked the 
camera from the hands of the newspaper 
ma n.

James Gillespie, her twin broth­ 
er, is the one who is charged as the prin­ 
cipal', although all are charged with mur­ 
der In the first degree. 
Each entered a 
plea of not guilty. 
It is stated that some 
of the prisoners will be taken to Law- 
rencebuiR and Aurora and that they will 
be kept In separate confinement. 


The two women were adm itted to bail 
in sum s of $10,0000 each. Jam es Gilles­ 
pie and Myron Barbour were refused 
bail and remanded to jail. 
Crowds fol­ 
lowed the two men as they wrere taken 
to the county jail near the court house. 


An extra guard w as placed in the 
jail lor tonight. 
All the pent up e x ­ 
citem ent ana strain under which the 
people in t h e .c it y have been laboring 
for weeks has broken out. 
No violence 
is expected however. 
Jam es Gillespie 
and Myron Barbour took their incarcer­ 
ation in jail coolly and laughed and 
joked.

recites that upon "these and similar 
evidences of fitness, President McKiti- 
ley appointed Captain Wood as colonel 
of the First volunteer cavalry in May, 
1898."

Wheeler, Sumner and Shatter on Gen- 
eral Wood's conduct in the Santiago 
campaign and says General Wood's ap- 
pointment as commander of the Santi-

based upon a statement made by Gen- 
eral Shatter in a dispatch to the de- 
partment in which he said he "thought 
General Wood by far the best man to 
leave In command of Santiago." 


High Commendations. 


The secretary reviews General Wood's

Roosevelt yesterday transmitted to the 
house the third installment of papers 
relating to the recent revolution on the 
Isthmus of Panmmi. The papers com- 
prise the correspondence between the 
state department and Minister Beuupre 
at Bogota relative to the Hay-Herriui 
treaty, consisting of 120 letters 
and 
telegrams sent between March 18 and 
November 19, 1903. 
April 7, Secretary 


Hay telegraphed Mr. Beuupre to notify 
Colombia that the matter of the request 
of Colombia to the canal und railroad 
companies for appointment of agents to 
negotiate cancellation of the 
present 


concessions wus covered by the treaty, 
"and any change would be in violation 
of the Spooner law and not permissible." 


April 15 Mr. Beaupre reviewed ut 


length the feeling in Colombia toward 
the treaty. On its negotiation he says: 


".I am convinced the public had never 


expected better terms.". 


In a later communication on the sub- 


ject of adverse opinion to the treaty, 
Mr. Beaupre says: 
"It Is utterly impossible to convince 


these people that the Nicaragua route 
was ever seriously considered by thet 
United States; that 
the negotiations 


concerning it had any other motive than 
the squeezing of an advantageous bar- 
gain out of Colombia, nor that 
any 


other than the Panama route will be se- 
lected." 
Public Honor and Private Greed. 
The public discussion, he says, was 


largely along the line of the loss of 
national honor by the surrender of sov- 
ereignty while private discussion was to 
tho effect that the price was inade- 
quate. 


Mr. Hay, May 30, asked whether there 
was any opposition from European 
sources. Mr. Hay pronounced the sit- 
uation "seemingly grave." On June 3 
Mr. Hay sent to Mr. Beaupre this tele- 
gram: 


"The Colombian government evidently

op James E. Qulgley In an address be-

lics. He urged the establishment of a 
subsidiary system of public schools for 
the benefit of the Roman Catholics. This 
system "for the benefit of the minor- 
ity," said the speaker, "should be paid 
for by the otate but controlled by the 
church. Finally, he characterized the 
rule requiring 
candidates for public 


school leached to have normal school 
training to be nothing more nor less 
than "tyranny" and "oppression." 
"The supreme and fundamental error 


of the age Is liberalism," urged the 
archbshlp. "Liberalism delegates to the 
state all rights and this Is where the 
state and church conflict." 
"The education of the child, he added, 


"should rest.with the church and not 
with the state. 
The archbishop 
declared 
that the 


United States constitution stood 
for 


individualism. He asserted that today 
the state is encroaching on the rights of 
the church and that God is not rec- 
ognized in any of the modern consti- 
tutions.

With It comes numerous documents 


to be filled out and returned to tho Hglit- 
hou.se board relative to the condition of 
the buildings, and also stating that the 
chock has been received and duly ac- 
knowledged by the keeper. 


Mr. Glbba says that it is the hardest 


port of his duties to properly fill out these 
official papers, and thinks this task alone 
is worth his year's salary. Nevertheless 
he is a trifle skeptical as to. the capacity 
of the government pocketbook, always 
cashing his check the same day it Is re- 
ceived, and he does so with as much-don- 
cern as though the face value were a mil- 
lion dollars Instead of. a hundred cents. 


What is known Nantucketers as the. 


"l.iig light" Is situated on a hill about 
two miles from town, on the south slcie 
of the harbor. It commands an unbroken 
view ot the harbor and sound, and at the 
time when this Island was at its eenlth as 
a whaling port the light was considered 
an invaluable guide to vessels entering 
Nantucket hurbpr at night. It ranged 
with the lighthouse on the tip end of 
Brant point in-such a manner as to indi- 
cate the channel entrance, and on ac- 
count of its prominence the keeper's 
salary was at that time fixed at $400 
a year. 
By its peculiar rays the old 


whaling masters applied the'term "bug" 
to the light as a nickname, claiming It 
resembled a firebug when seen at a dis- 
tance. 


For more than twenty years .this bea- 


con flashed Its rays, across Nantucket 
Harbor, but since 1880 it has not been 
used at all, the' shifting sands of Nan- 
tucket bar and the building of the jet- 
ties by the government bringing It sev- 
eral hundred feet out of range. How- 
over, the government realizes that na-. 
ture may in course of time reverse the 
conditions and still retains the light- 
house and Is willing to pay a man $1 a 
year to live there. The keeper has no 
work to do, pf course, but is allowed to 
keep hens and ,breed cats for -A living. 


Charles Henry Glbbs Is one of Nan- 
tucket's Interesting characters. He lives 
iilone, having never married, and come* 
to town otily when his stock of provis- 
ions \f getting low. He Avas born on 
this Island In 1828 and in early life 
learned the cooper's trade. In 1853 he 
sailed from Nantucket on a whaling 
voyage on the ship Phoenix and fol- 
lowed the sea for nearly thirty years, 
making voyages "round the Horn,'.' and 
visiting nearly every country on the 
globe. Since'giving up the sea he has 
made a living at several different 
trades, but about ten years ago accept- 
ed his present position as keeper of 
"Bug" lighthouse. 


Despite his seventy-five years ha even 


now hires out to neighboring farmers In 
haying time and Is an expert berry 
picker, claiming he can garner more 
huckleberries in a day than the live- 
liest youngster on the Island. This 
statement was said to have been proved 
last year, when he picked thirty-two 
quarts In two hours", which -is an unus- 
ual record. 


Mr. Gibbs wears neither shoes nor 


stockings in summer, but in the winter 
resorts to the old-fashioned leather 
boots. He says he never gets, lonesome 
at the lighthouse, for his cats and hens 
keep him company, and then he always 
has one event to look forward to each 
year—the coming of his check in July, 
when he lays in a stock of 'tobacco for 
his enjoyment during the long winter 
months. 


On account of his advanced years h« 


IH thinking strongly ol resigning his po- 
sition at "Bug light," and If he can ob- 
tain admittance to the Sailors' Snug 
Harbor at Stolen Island will doubtless 
do so next year. In this event the gov- 
ernment will be called upon' to select 
another keeper for the lighthouse, but It 
is safe to predict that applications for 
the place will be-very few.

RONALD FORD RISKED LIFE IN GAS 


FILLED TANK TO SAVE FOREMAN 


While attempting to save his foreman i 


from the pori-ipi'tating tank where he j 
lad berni ovi-rcoinc by carbon bisulphide 
;as. Ronald Ford risked his own life 
at the Tellm-kle mill yesterday, and fur 
many hours his life was despaired by 
the physicians who worked to overcome 
the effects of thp deadly fumes. 


Voung Ford saw his foreman, Howard 


Morley, go into the tank, which was 
filled with the gas. and when he did 
lot respond to his calls climbed in after 
him and was himself knocked sense- 
less by the fumes. Their fellow work- 
men who came to the rescue were un- 
able to get at them through the man- 
hole entrance to the tank, and were 
compelled to chop a hole in the side and 
pull out the'prostrate forms with the 
aid of a lasso. 
The young man was taken to his 


home at 12-S North Weber street, where 
he regained 
consciousness 
about 10 


o'clock last night. 
His physician be- 


lieves that all danger is now past and 
that he will be able to return to work 
in a few days. 


Morley. the foreman, lias been over- 


come before and the effects were not 
so disastrous. 
Beyond a feeling of 


weakness is none the worse for the ex- 
perience. 
He regained 
consciousness 


in u short time after being taken 
home.Called Foreman's Attention. 


The accident occurred shortly after 


2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Young 
Ford and Mr. Morley, with two or three 
other employes, were at. work in the 
precipitating room (if the mill where 
.the gold is deposited in one of the 
stages of the reduction process. 
The 


precipitation had been completed when 
young Ford, in stepping to the tank to 
investigate the results, noticed that a 
large quantity of gas which is supposed 
to be removed through gas ducts, was 
still inside. 


He called the attention of Mr. Mor- 


ley *o the fact and the latter immed- 
iately climbed to the top of the tunk, 
which is as large as an ordinary room, 
and descended through a manhole to 
discover the cause. 


Young Ford waited outside and when 


the foreman did not respond to his in- 
quiries called to his companions and 
climbed through the 
manhole 
after 
him. 


Before the other 
workmen 
could 


reach him young Ford was also over- 
come and dropped to the floor of the 
tank in 
an 
unconscious 
condition. 


Alarmed at this, the other employes 
did not dare to enter tlie manhole 
and in their frantic endeavors to res- 
cue the two cut u large hole in the side 
of the tank and by means of ropes 
pulled the unconscioiis'forms from the 
death pit, and not a minute too soon. 


Dr. 1. A. Wlnternitz of Colorado City 


was hastily summoned and the work of 
bringing the two men back to life be- 
gun. 
Owing to his strong constitution 


and the fact that he had had previous 
encounters with the gns. Foreman Mor- 
ley was -soon revived, but the most 
heroic measures were, tried with young 
Ford to rescusitate him. 
Several of 


the men took turns in 
moving his 


arms back and forth, as in the case of 
a drowning man, but to no avail. 


The ambulance' was called and Mor- 


ley was conveyed to his boarding house 
at 13 South First street, while young 
Ford was taken to his home on North 
Weber street, and other physicians | 
called, hut he did not regain conscious- ' 
ness until late last night. 


A Narrow Escape for Ford. 


Both men arc considered out of dan- 


ger and it is not believed that they will 
suffer any serious results from their 
experience. In the case of Ford Dr. 
Winternitz says that another 30 sec- 


onds in the gas would have resulted 
fatally. 


Ford has been working at the mill 


about two months and has not had 
rau'-h experience with the gas. 
His 


health is good but he is not robust. 
This explains the effect of the carbon 
bisulphide on his system as compared 
with" Its1 effect upon Morley. 
An examination of the tank after the 


accideiit showed that the compressors, 
which are supposed to force the gas 
from the interior during" the precipita- 
tion, had failed to work, allowing the 
fumes to remain in the tank. Foreman 
Morley^fiitended to rush inside and take 
a hasty look around to determine the 
cause, relying- upon his knowledge and 
former experiences to enable him to 
return to the outside before being over- 
come.

Bravery Praised. 
', 


The- action of young Ford in risking 


his life to save his fellow workman/is 
commended by all employes of the .mill 
who appreciate his 
bravery. 
When 


climbine into the tank young/'Ford 
called to his companions to take hold 
of his hand while he endeavored to 
pull the form 'of the foreman to the 
surface. Before they could reach him. 
however, he had succumbed and fell 
into the bottom. 
Young Ford's face In scratched and 


bruised, showing where he was draireed 
over the floor of the tank by the rope 
in the hands of his rescuers. 


Morley has worked at the mill for 


-some time and is well known here. 
Ford until last year was a student at 
the High school. After going to Kan- 
sas City and to Denver, he returned to 
this city and secured a position In the 
precipitating department of the mill. 
His father, James B. Ford, Is a mem- 
ber of the mining brokerage firm of 
Bernard & Ford, who own the con- 
trolling interest in the El Paso mint at 
Cripple Creek,

A charming little, story, charmingly 


told, in a style seemingly equally well 
ndanU'i] to children or adults who are 
fond of children, is "The Awakening o£ 
the Duchess." 
The reader should dismiss any preju- 


dice atrainst the titl" through previous 
iissnrlation. The duchess. In this case, 
is the name given by an admiring little 
daughter to a beautiful ami very weal- 
thy young widow who devotes her time 
almost exclusively to society and phil- 
anthropic work. 
Her little daughter, 


Rofelle. sweet and lovable, is left en- 
tirely in charge of her devoted young 
Irish nurse, who takes the best pos- 
sible care, of her: she has beautiful 
clothes, a. beautiful nursery, every toy 
a. little, girl could wish for, in fact all 
that n child could desire, except the 
Irivinc companionship of her mother and 
of other children. 
The reader can guess the rest: how 


the angelic child pities and 
sickens, 


nnd prays for her misguided mother. 
Iio\v the mother leaves her one night 
i-rying in her little, crib while she. goes 
•iff to the bull and returns to find her 
dying with scarlet fever. "My child! 
My child!" "Mother, don't weep. I for- 
give you. T shall meet you in heaven." 
What? Not a. bit of it. 
There is 


nothine morbid in the whole book from 
beginning to end. 
The child doesn't 


die. She is not even sick, except just 
enough to have a delightful afternoon 
with her beautiful mamma, who is nut 
nt all heartless but only very young 
nnd very inexperienced. 
She. too. is 
lonely, but scarcely knows it. 
The 


book is a very beautiful love story, the 
srrowth of love between mother and 
child, and at length each rinds happi- 
ness in the other. 


Without being morbid there are pages 
to pathetic as to bring tears to the 
eves of child-lovers, and there nre oth- 
er pages so amusing that a laugh is in- 
evitable. It is free from sentimental; 
its', but full of sentiment. 


When Aramanth. 
the rosy-cheeked 
Irish nurse, tells Itoselle of her own 
happy childhood in a little home crowd- 
ed with hungry children, the little heir- 
ess exclaims. 
"O wasn't it nice? O 
wasn't it nice?" and begins to hope for 
ways in which the "duchess" may lose 
all her money rib they may be poor aiul 
happy. But she filially learns that hap- 
piness depends neither upon riches nor 
poverty.

This statement was made to a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press to- 
night by a European ambassador of 
high rank and Influence. It has al- 
ready been made in substance, though 
In rather more diplomatic language to 
General Rafael Reyes, the Colombian 
minister, who is expected In his forth-, 
coming note to the state department to 
suggest The Hague tribunal as the 
proper place for the settlement of the 
Isthmian problem. Whether the knowl- 
edge that the refusal of such a request, 
so far from prejudicing the European 
powers against the Washington 
gov- 


ernment will call forth their emphatic 
Indorsement, will cause General Reyes 
to modify his note. Is not as yet cer- 
tain. 
The ambassador quoted, In explaining 


the attitude of European powers, said; 
"Panama Is a closed chapter in the 


history of nations and The Hague court 
is not the place for settled questions, 
but for pending problems which are 
referred to It with the full approval 
of all the parties Interested. 
When 
Russia, Germany and France recog- 
nized the independence of Panama they 
set-their seal of approval on the prompt 
action of the Washington government 
in pledging itself 
to guarantee and

tlons can hardly be expected to settu 
questions of sovereignty or nation 
honor at The Ha'gueV --Moreover, In mj,

lombia. It is to Panama, not to Wash- 
ington, that Colombia should take such 
a proposition, 


"There "is, however, a question be- 


tween Colombia -and

the United States > will scarcely offer 
objection. It 'is' the- question of the 
assumption by Panama of a part of. the 
Colombian 
debt. If 
General 
Reyes 


should ask the United States to use. Its 
good offices to have this matter brought 
before The Hague, Panama might safe- 
ly acquiesce in such a proposition. The 
difficulty in making this request will 
be that Colombia thereby would rec- 
ognize the Independence of the new re- 
public, but this must come sooner or 
later."

prairies to this city. It will enable the 
Jnion Pacific passenger tralna ti» pass 
through Denver, where four out of five 
of the passengers desire to stop off. It 
will carry the Burlington, the Rock Island 
arid the Santa Fe trains on from -his city 
to Salt Lake. 
It will, in short, revolu- 


tionize the railroad passenger situation 
wholly in favor of Denver. 


When this enterprising community only 


had 4,000 people the Union Pacific passed 
ler 100 miles to the north. That was just 
a third of a century ago. 
With daunt- 


ess courage this little cluster of people, 
ed by the famous old Governor Evans, a 
Chicago founder, for whom EvanHton ia 
named, built a road of their own to the 
transcontinental line.

Denver's strategic commercial situation 


is today essentially what that of New 
York was 80 years ago. Tho commerce 
of tiie lake region was going down the St. 
J^awrence to Montreal, and the trade of 
the rapidly developing Ohio valley was 
coming over the Pennsylvania canal to 
Philadelphia.

voting on the question of conciliation, 
the members of the Liverymen's asso- 
ciation decided to submit the whole dif- 
ficulty to arbitration provided that tlie 
strikers took the inlative in the matter 
and that the demand for a peaceable 
settlement should come from the men.

accepted by the men, a commission was 
appointed to receive any overtures that 
the union might be willing to make.

tions In the prospectus of the ship 
building company plants were false. He 
says: 
"As to the charges In the cross bill

building company In an attempt to force 


the Insolvency of said company, and 
to wreck it, I aver that such charges 
are false and malicious.

He says In substance that he un- 
derstands that martial law has been de- 
clared In Cripple Creek. Under that cir- 
cumstance a British subject, granting that 
Mr. Baker Is a British subject, which Is 
a matter of proof, is subjected to the 
same limitations and restrictions to which 
a citizen of the United States would Be

Bench 
wan-ante were Issued Immediately. 


The Glllesples were expecting arrest and 


Dr. Gillespie drove to the home of the 
accused In a closed carriage and brought 
the Indicted persoiu to the court house, 
surrendering all of them to the court. A 
newspaper photographer attempted 
to 


take a snapshot of tho party and was 
struck by /James Gillespie, who broke 
away from Sheriff Rump and knocked the 
camera from the hands of the newspaper 
nan. 
The four Indictments were read to the 


accused. They showed no emotion, with 
the exception of Myron Barbour. Th« In- 


dictments charged them with "feloniously, 
maliciously and with premeditated Intent" 
causing the death of Elizabeth Gillespie. 
A conspiracy among members,of tho mur- 
dered woman's own family to kill her is 
charged. .James Gillesple, her twin broth- 
er, ia the one who is charged as the prin- 
cipal;'although all are charged with mur- 
der In the first degree. Bach entered a 
plea of not guilty. It ii stated that somn 
of the .prisoners wilf-be taken to Law- 
renceburg and Aurora and that they will 
he kept In separate confinement, 


The two women were admitted to ball 


In sums of $10,0000 each. James Gilles- 
pie and Myron Barbour were refused 
ball and remanded to jail, qrowds fol- 
lowed the two men as they were taken 
to the county jail near the court house. 


An extra, guard was placed In the 


All the pent up ex- 
citement and strain unde.r which the 
people In the.city have been laboring 
for weeks has broken out. No violence 
is expected however., James Glllespie 
and Myron Barbour took their incarcer- 
ation in Jail coolly and laughed and 
joked.
